ORDER 

New Delhi, the 27th July, 1982 
EXPORT TRADE CONTROL 

S.O, 530(E)/No E(O0, 1977/AM(245) —In exercise of the powers con¬ 
ferred by Section 3 of the Imports and Exports (Control) Act, 1947 (18 of 
1947), the Central Government hereby makes the following Order further to 
amend the Exports (Control) Order, 1977, namely:— 

1. This Order may be called the Exports (Control) Sixteenth Amend¬ 

ment Order, 1982. 

2, In OGL, 3 of Schedule III to the Exports (Control) Order, 1977, 
against S, No. 68, the existing conditions in Col, 4 shall be substi¬ 
tuted by the following :— 

“(I) Export of products, other than imitation zari, will be allowed 
subject to the condition that the f.o.b. valuo of the product 
should be at least 33-1/3 per cent (Thirty three and one-third 
per cent) more than the International price of silver content in 
the product to be exported. The international value of the silver 
for this purpose will be ascertained by the Customs Authorities 
having regard to the prevailing price or silver in London or New 
York whichever is higher, on the date of export, 

(ii) Export of Imitation Zari will be allowed provided the silver con¬ 
tent does not exceed 5 per cent by weight in the product. 

(ili) Export on consignment basis will not be allowed."
